Futurity Entries 

Joint action has been taken by the racing 
officials of three of the Thoroughbred sports’ 
oldest and most famous tracks that will have 
an important affect on two-year-old racing. 

This joint action is the grouping of futuri¬ 
ties so that a single nomination may be made 
for three colt races and a single nomination 
for three filly events. Further than this, all the 
races concerned will have uniform declaration 
dates. 

The colt races are the Futurity at Belmont, 
which was the first of the futurities, started in 
1888; the Pimlico Futurity, inaugurated in 
1921, and the Breeders Futurity at Keeneland, 
first run in 1910. The filly futurities are the 
Matron at Belmont, the Marguerite at Pimlico 
and the Alcibiades at Keeneland. 

The new nominating plan was announced by 
Marshall Cassidy, Secretary General of The 
Greater New York Association, Louis Pond- 
field, Executive Director of Pimlico Race 
Course in Baltimore, and Duval A. Headley, 
President of Keeneland Race Course in Lex¬ 
ington, Ky. 

The Jockey Club, at 300 Park Ave., New 
York 22, N.Y., is to handle the nominations 
and process the distribution of that part of the 
eventual purses. Blanks will be sent out from 
The Jockey Club and they will call for nomina¬ 
tions for all six of the races on August 1 of 
the weanling year of the colts and fillies. There 
will be one nomination blank for the colt 
races and one nomination blank for the filly 
races. The first runnings of the six races to be 
affected by the new arrangement will be the 
ones of 1959- 

For the colt races, there will be one nomina¬ 
tion fee of $30, which will make the colts 
named eligible for all of the races; for the filly 
races, the one nominating fee for all three 
races will be $20. 

All of the races will have the same declara¬ 
tion dates, which will be November 1 of the 
yearling season and August 1 of the two-year- 
old season. For the races of 1959, these dates 
will be: Nomination, August 1, 1957; first 
declaration, November 1, 1958, and second 
declaration, August 1, 1959. 

Each of the associations shall make its own 
value; its own declaration charges; its own 
entry and starting fees; all of which will be 
detailed on the blanks for the nominations 
when sent out by The Jockey Club. 

This step is expected to please breeders who 
have long desired simpler entry methods.

VENI, VIDI, VICI: Any opinion as to the 
most noteworthy event to have taken place in 
Maryland racing during the last month will be 
subject to dispute, for November in the Old 
Line State was chock-full of memorable oc¬ 
casions. But certainly the event to command 
world-wide attention was Laurel’s Washington, 
D. C. International on Veteran’s Day. 

Again this year the International proved 
itself to be one of the most colorful and cos¬ 
mopolitan of all races. After a series of frus¬ 
trating disappointments, brought on by the 
defection of several box-office attractions, the 
12-furlong weight-for-age invitational jelled 
with a field of ten, representing seven countries. 

From England came Sir Winston Churchill’s 
Le Pretendant and Jack Gerber’s By Thunder 
II, Eire was represented by the Venezuelan- 
owned Vaquero, France rooted for Andre Lom¬ 
bard’s Master Boing, Alberta Ranches’ Hindu 
Wand proxied for Canada, Forest G. Smith, 
Jr.’s Prince Cortauld carried the hopes of 
Australia, and Sweden deputized her St. Leger 
winner, Chanteclair. 

The home team consisted of Mrs. Jan Burke’s 
Dedicate, Llangollen Farm’s Mister Gus, and 
C. V. Whitney’s Fisherman, winner of the 
1954 International. 

On paper, the American colts appeared to 
have the edge, but Master Boing, the French- 
bred, was not without his partisans, mercenary 
and sentimental. 

Le Pretendant, Vaquero and By Thunder II 
dominated the early running. At the far turn 

the men took over. Mister Gus laid hold of 

By Thunder II, shook him like a rat terrier 
throttling his prey, and the record crowd of 
33,615 roared approval as the Liz Whitney 
Lunn color-bearer momentarily appeared as if 
he would turn back the invaders. 

Meanwhile, Jockey Guy Chancelier had 
Master Boing running in high gear, and Prince 
Cortauld was moving well on the outside. 

Once safely in the home lane, the French horse 

left the others plodding along in his wake. 
Mister Gus, never really able to gain purchase 
on the slippery turf, merely followed the leader. 
Prince Cortauld’s circuitous route took its toll, 
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too, for he could not close on the leaders 
through the stretch. Fisherman just got up by 
a whisker to gain fourth money over his com¬ 
patriot, Dedicate. 

A downpour that hit the track a few 
moments before the race had abated by the time 
the winner’s circle ceremonies took place. And 
what a scene of unrestrained joy it was! The 
owner kissed his wife, who kissed the jockey, 
who kissed the trainer, who kissed the horse, 
who kissed the Gov. . . . well, by the time all 
the cheeky osculation was dispensed with, 
Master Boing had been sold for "about $100,- 
000” to N. B. Hunt of Dallas, Texas and E. 
L. Stephenson of Warrenton, Virginia. 

The purse of the International was raised 
this year to $100,000; the Lombards took 
$70,000-plus home with them. The 1956 run¬ 
ning was the fourth (in five) to be won by 
an invader, and France’s second victory. 

INSUBORDINATION: Breeder Gough W. 
Thompson’s Roslyn Farm in Pikesville is a 
scaled-down version of Calumet Farm, as any¬ 
one can see upon perusing the pedigrees of its 
stock. The Thompsons’ axiom is "follow Calu¬ 
met.” J. Bowes Bond is Roslyn’s Jimmy Jones 
and Inswept is the closest thing to Barbizon 
in the Maryland outfit’s racing stable. 

The Spalding Lowe Jenkins didn’t attract 
Barbizon—Laurel tried—but instead got Simon 
Kenton, a two-year-old which has yet to realize 
his full potential. And it will not be in the 
next few weeks anyway, for he is recovering 
from bucked shins. 

This was a better story before it was learned 
Simon Kenton had bucked, for Inswept beat 
the home office colt by some 20 lengths. The 
Jenkins winner, a brown colt by Faultless- 
Sweep In, by * Blenheim II, was undefeated 
at Laurel, having won an earlier event in good 
style. He is a mud horse, and was fortunate 
enough to get off tracks in both of his local 
appearances. 

A DOUBLE FOR HILL PRINCE: Dr. Eslie 
Asbury’s Lebkuchen, a two-year-old daughter 
of Hill Prince-Brown Biscuit, by Sir Andrew, 
marked herself as a filly to be accounted for in 
the Oaks races next season, when she beat eight 
others of her age and sex in Laurel’s 31st Selima 
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Governor McKeldin passes Washington, D. C. International trophy to Madame Andre Lombard, 
after MASTER BOING, owned by the lady's husband, won Laurel's big race, representing France. 
Trainer Georges Pel at is at the left; then come Jockey Guy Chancelier, Owner Lombard, and 
John D. Schapiro, Laurel's president, whosedream race has become an international sports sensation. 


Stakes on November 10. Under a waiting ride 
which culminated in a whirlwind finish, Leb- 
kuchen got up in the final stride to claim first 
money of $47,000 from Freeman Keyes’s 
Smoke Veil. 

As a matter of interest rather than of great 
significance, Lebkuchen covered the mile and 
a sixteenth in 1:44 2/5, faster than either Mis¬ 
sile, the Futurity winner, or Romanita, the 
Marguerite victress, traversed the same distance 
at Pimlico. 

The filly is leased by Dr. Asbury, a prominent 
Cincinnati surgeon, and breeder of the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner, Determine. She is a 
daughter of Seabiscuit’s half-sister, Brown Bis¬ 
cuit, which inspired the name Lebkuchen for 
her two-year-old issue. The name is that of a 
German Christmas cookie. Her sire, Hill Prince, 
also begot Levee, last year’s Selima winner. 

Lebkuchen was ridden to her fourth victory, 
also her first stakes success, by Johnny Longden. 
She is trained by Versailles, Kentucky s Mac¬ 
kenzie Miller, who also conditions the leading 
filly, Leallah, for Charlton Clay. 

DECLINE: Laurel’s 17-day fall term which 
ended on Veteran’s Day, when the International 
was presented, was the most disastrous, per¬ 
centage-wise, of any major meeting held any¬ 


where in the United States this year. In rela¬ 
tion to corresponding figures last year, the at¬ 
tendance slipped 17 per cent and wagering ex¬ 
perienced a marked decline of 21 per cent. 
Except for the last five days Laurel ran in con¬ 
flict with New Jersey and New York tracks, 
and even was asked to compete with Baltimore 
Raceway, within its own drawing radius. Con¬ 
sequently, the cards, crowds, and pools were 
far from what the track would have liked them 
to be. 

Laurel’s deficit cannot be blamed on Ameri¬ 
can economic conditions, for the pronounced 
business slump is local rather than nationwide 
in scope. No other section of the country is 
even remotely experiencing such a marked 
business decline. The only explanation appears 
to be adverse public response to the 20 per 
cent Maryland tax increase this year on pari¬ 
mutuel wagering. 

PAJAMA GAME: Double Brandy’s son, 
Pajama Tops, owned by Mmes. Louis Pond- 
field, J. Fred Colwill and Mack Lesnick, 
clinched his claim to the Maryland-bred two- 
year-old championship by earning back-to-back 
victories in the Maryland Futurity and Pimlico 
Breeders’ Stakes. Another son of Double 
Brandy, Pro-Brandy, dominated the local juve- 
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John A. Morris's MISSILE registering in the Pimlico Futurity. Greentree Stable's Cohoes was 
second and the favored Ambehaving, third. Pete Anderson had the mount on the Futurity winner 


nile division last spring by winning the Pim¬ 
lico Nursery Stakes and other races. 

On the day the Pimlico Futurity was run, 
Maryland Jockey Club officialdom had trouble 
keeping mind over matter, for the colt bred in 
Lutherville was off in New England trying to 
win the James H. Connors Memorial Stakes 
at Narragansett. It was all in vain, however, 
for Pajama Tops lacked the bottom to get any 
closer than sixth in a field of 12. He was away 
slowly and perforce had to pursue a devious 
course to thread his way between horses. 

BEST OF HER SEX: The Marguerite Stakes 
which opened a festive week at Pimlico, topped 
off by tne Futurity, went to Freeman Keyes’s 
Romanita. Ostensibly beaten 70 yards from the 
wire while in the deeper going on the rail, she 
showed her true colors by staging a plucky 
closing burst which enabled her to claim a 
clear-cut victory over Great Pride and Smoke 
Veil, the latter the other half of the Keyes 
entry. 


A daughter of Roman-Mablen, Romanita 
is certainly one, if not the best, member of her 
age and sex. She came out of the Marguerite a 
little worse for wear, however, and will be 
treated for a splint during the winter. 

TOO MUCH SUMMER TAN: Calumet 
Farm, which topped the owners’ list at Pimlico 
last spring, was expected to wield a big stick 
in Maryland again this fall. Bardstown was 
counted upon to "class up’’ the Washington, 
D. C. International and Pimlico Special fields, 
and Barbizon was supposed to put the clincher 
on his bid for the two-year-old championship 
in the Pimlico Futurity. 

The nation’s leading barn shipped eight 
horses into Pimlico, ran one, Cherokee Chief, 
and left without winning so much as a dollar. 
Bardstown, which missed the International due 
to a minor indisposition, passed up the Special 
because of a skinned heel, sustained when he 
"ran down” in a workout on the Sunday before 
the Special. Barbizon didn’t run in the only

race for which he was kept eligible. The 168 
grand he picked up in The Garden State— 
as a supplementary entry—was enough to earn 
him a brief respite, although no one said "he’d 
just be working for Uncle Sam the remainder 
of the year anyway.” 

With Bardstown out of the Special, Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s Find and Mrs. E. E. Robbins’ Mid¬ 
afternoon came in. The latter colt was with¬ 
drawn due to a "suspicious knee’’ which healed 
the instant Jimmy Jones notified officials of his 
intent not to send Bardstown. Find, too, wasn’t 
going to be asked to take on both Bardstown 
and Summer Tan. And even the latter was too 
much horse for the hard-running son of Dis¬ 
covery, fresh from a well-deserved victory in 
the Narragansett Special. 

Find, which has done the dirty work for a 
lot of late runners this year, set the pace in 
this one, too. It wasn’t a torrid clip, but when 
Summer Tan came a knocking Atkinson let 
out a wrap which went practically unnoticed. 
Summer Tan, which is better remembered as 
Nashua’s sparring partner than a winner of 
the world’s richest race, played along with 
Find until his rider, Dave Erb, thought it time 
to move on. From then on, it was all Summer 
Tan. His victory, accomplished in leisurely 
fashion, was timed in 1:56 3/5 on a good track. 
Only Tom Fool ever won a faster Special. 

Midafternoon got up for second money 
and Find hung on for third. Third Brother, 
lone three-year-old in the race, was fourth. 

Owned by Mrs. John W. Galbreath, Sum¬ 
mer Tan, a four-year-old son of *Heliopolis- 
Miss Zibby, by Omaha, is trained by Sherrill 
Ward. Two days after winning the 1954 Gar¬ 
den State Stakes, Summer Tan was stricken 
with an embolism in an artery leading to his 
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large intestine. For days he hung between life 
and death. Prompt veterinary care pulled him 
through the ordeal and five months later he 
ran Nashua to a nose in a thrilling renewal 
of the $100,000 Wood Memorial Stakes. Os- 
selet trouble hampered his career the rest of 
the season but this year, at four, he has been 
one of the best older horses in training. Fol¬ 
lowing his Pimlico Special victory, Summer 
Tan was shipped to Hialeah with the Widener 
Handicap as his primary target. 

AMBEHAVING COULDN’T. The Pimlico 
Futurity produced the sixth minus pool of the 
Pimlico meeting when Ambehaving’s task ap¬ 
peared "a mere formality,” as one Delawarean 
put it. The Bohemia Stable colt which made a 
sweep of the Jersey-bred stakes, finished fourth 
in The Garden State and then won the Remsen 
Stakes, never really looked like he was going 
to win the Futurity. He does his running late, 
but when Logan Batcheller asked him to move

to his horses leaving the half-mile pole, the 
colt didn’t appear to be trying as diligently 
as he might. This was explained later when 
John M. Lee, his trainer, announced Ambe¬ 
having bucked his shins in the race. 

In three of the four principal two-year-old 
stakes decided in Maryland this fall the choices 
fared poorly. Magic Forest wrenched an ankle 
and finished last in the Selima Stakes. Simon 
Kenton shin-bucked and finished out of the 
money in the Spalding Lowe Jenkins, and Am¬ 
behaving likewise shin-bucked but managed to 


save third money. Only Romanita in the 
Marguerite prevented a complete debacle— 
and there was plenty of time to tear up tickets 
—in that one. 

John A. Morris, long a prominent name in 
racetrack management (Jamaica, TRA) and 
owner of the second oldest silks in the United 
States, has the pleasure of owning Missile, 
winner of the richest Pimlico Futurity ever 
run. The War Relic-Inajiffy, by * Heliopolis 
colt, earned $71,235 by turning back five rivals 
in 1:45 for the mile and a sixteenth. His all¬ 
scarlet colors never were headed, as he was in 
full command all the way, winning by two and 
one-half lengths. 

Greentree Stable’s Cohoes was second and 
Ada L. Rice’s Indian Creek, fourth. Woodrow 
C. "Woody” Stephens trains the Morris horses. 
Rider Pete ( ) Anderson assured himself of a 
warm winter by his matchless (and gloveless) 
handling of the winner. 

Swing and Sway Dies 

Swing and Sway, 18-year-old son of Equi- 
poise-Nedana, by *Negofol, died on October 
24 at H. Robertson Fenwick’s farm in Glyndon. 

The former Greentree racer won the Dia¬ 
mond States Stakes and Empire City and Whit¬ 
ney Handicaps during his racing days and 
sired the stakes winners, Nokomis, Make Swing, 
Banner Waves and Saggy, only horse to beat 
Citation at three. During a nomadic stud 
career, Swing and Sway stood at five different 
farms in Kentucky and Maryland.

The six-year-old gelding won first place in 
the Conformation Hunter, Working Hunter 
and Junior Hunter. 

The dam of Edgewood, owned by the Her¬ 
berts, was bred to Brown Man II, and Edge- 
wood was foaled at the farm of Henry A. 
Dentry, where he spent the first three years of 
his life. 

He was broken and successfully shown in 
1954 by Wilbur Price to be Reserve Green 
Hunter Champion of Maryland. In 1955, he 
was Reserve Conformation Hunter and third 
place working Hunter Champion of Maryland 
with the capable Betty Hallman in the saddle. 

He was ridden during the entire season of 
1956 by Jane Richmond. To acquire his triple 
crown championship he won 15 champion¬ 
ships and 5 reserves. Edgewood was a winner 
at Quentin, Pennsylvania, Allandale, New Jer¬ 


sey, and placed several times in the Junior 
division at the Pennsylvania National. In his 
three years of showing, Edgewood has won 
475 points in Maryland and 225 ribbons.

The annual Maryland fall sales, held in two 
sessions, opened at Laurel on the morning of 
November 5, and was completed at the Tim- 
onium fair grounds in the evening of the same 
day. 

At the morning vendue of racehorses, 34 
head were sold for $17700 averaging $520. 
The after dark sale of broodmares, yearlings 
and weanlings, sent 74 Thoroughbreds to new 
homes for a total of $71,950, an average of 
$972. 

Top price of the evening was the $4,400 
which Humphrey Finney, acting as agent, bid 
to secure My Nell, a 9-year-old daughter of 
Sun Egret—Belle Gene.
